Itsumi Bank of Osaka and the Itsumi 
Savings Bank, conducted In connection 
with each other, gave notice on the 
ZOth instant thai. the business would 
be suspended till the Mth Instant, for 
the purpose of readjusting the boo**, 
These banks suspended business during 
the recent financial panic, but managed. 
to tide over the difficulty with the as- 
sistance of eight other bantar to Osaka. 


On the outbreak of the panic last 


month, 
the Iteuml Bank r borrowed 


Y.500,000 from the Bank of Japan Tinder 
the guarantees ; of the eight V sleadlne 
banks, wherewith' it toet '^e.:'3*OTiuu»ds 
of the depositors, And had a surplus 
of some T.100,000 in hand when the 
panic was over. But the withdrawals 
by depositors continued, slowly but 
steadily, while the amounts paid In 
were Very unsatisfactory. Thus the 
money In the hands of the bankers 
gradually decreased, till the.repayment 
of the loan from the Bank of Japan 
was rendered difficult, and even the 
continuation of business was a matter 
of doubt. The eight banks which bad 
rescued the Itsnmi Bank then again 
considered measures for its assistance, 
but on finding that the amount of .the 
deposits in the banks, the withdrawal 
of which was demanded, stood at some 
T.400,000, while the resources; of the 
bank were ample to cover the'deposits, 
even leaving a balance after paying all 
liabilities. It was considered better for 
the bank to suspend business for the 
time being and make a thorough re- 
adjustment. This would not only pre- 
vent the depositors from suffering any 
annoyance, but would save the ancient 
family of Itsumi 
from ruin. 
Mr. 


Mataumoto Jutaro of the One Hundred 
and Thirtieth Bank; Mr. Machlda of 
the Yamaguchi Bank, and Mr. Tanabe 
of the Sumimoto Bank, have been ap- 
pointed a committee to consider meas- 
ures for the relief of the Itsumi banks. 


The suspension of the business of the 


Itsumi banks has affected some other 
concerns. • There was a run on the 
south branch of the Osaka Savings 
Bank, and on .the afternoon of the 20th 
Y.80,000 was paid oat.- and-aWWP^T.W.- 
000 up to 2 p. m. <sn' the following day. 
The bank Is on aHrery •eowaSa9ttSSK but'. 
the majority of the depositors are poor 
and Ignorant people. 


The Trfraya Bank, which is also re- 


garded as a sound basis, suffered a 
similar misfortune. In consequence of 
some one having distributed among the 
depositors postcards discrediting its 
solvency. 
It had to pay out some 


T.470.000 between the 18th and tlw Mst 
mutant. 
When it became known on 


the 21st that the allegations were base- 
less, the run on the bank was stopped. 


The Kibara. Tanlmura and the Fifty- 


eighth banks were also rushed by de- 
positors when the failure of the Hen- 
mi Glnko became known. These banks 
paid out something like T;160.0W m all 
on Wednesday.

The Toratomo' Bank, which is actual- 


ly a branch of the Toraya Bank, was 
rushed by creditors during Wednesday. 
The Purulchi Bank, which hai paid out 
Y.40,000 about since Tuesday-last, was 
rumored to be in dlfflcuties: but the 
Nartiwa Bank Is rendering assistance, 
and no danger Is expected. The total 
liabilities of the bank are Y.187,000, of. 
which T.180,000 Is for current deposits. 


The Fifty-eighth Bank was rushed 


on Tuesday and Wednesday: but suffi- 
cient funds were procured to meet-'the 
calls. 
The Kobe Shlmbun reports that Mr. 


Munekata Hannosuke. sole agent for 
the Onoda Cement Company, cltwed 
his office unexpectedly on the 18th In- 
stant, and went oil somewhere with- 
out leaving word of any kind. His pres- 
ent whereabouts Is unknown; *b* to- 
tal amount of his liabilities at the fed 
of March last stood as yen 282,900, and 
most of the notes were endorsed by <he 
Onoda Cement Company. The «»»- 
pany and some banks are •understood 
to be heavy sufferers by his disappear- 
ance.

the depleted condition of our Treasury. 
Members of the Senate must not forget 
that that is only a temporary difficulty, 
that the actual revenue will be in the 
neighborhood of $2,000,000 and the Appro- 
priation bill (even allowing for the con- 
tinuance of the militia in full) will not 
exceed the revenue to any great amount.

of Honolulu, was kept at $19.200, as or- 
igraallly suggested by Governor Dole. 
Anattempt was made to reduce their 
salaries to $18.000, but It was voted 
down. The payroll of the pilot boys 
was referred to a special committee. 
The Governor has in his estimate, ap- 
portioned $5,000. 
The pilot boys say 
that they are paid $1 for every trip 
they make. When there are no foreign 
boats, there are no dollars. 
Prendergast moved that the question 


of pilots be reconsidered. 
He then 


moved tjo amend by suggesting that 
the number reduced to three, and their 
salary be reduced to $14,400. This mo- 
tion was argued, for and against, with 
considerable warmth. The amendment 
of Prendergast. to ^u« the number 
of pilots, was lost, and the Item, as 
it stood In the estimate originally sub- 
mitted to the House, was carried. 
The House adjourned immediately 


following this action, the hour of 4 
o'clock having arrived.

A PASSING RACE. 


There are twenty-nine fewer Ha- 


wallansNln Honolulu than there were 
last month. Irrespective of the birth- 
rate, which, as may safely be assumed, 
did not equal the mortality. For want 
of proper statistics the true balance 
cannot be struck; but the revelations 
of the three censuses held In ten years, 
show that the Hawaiian race Is steadily 
losing ground, month by month. 


We think the ratio of loss Is going to 


Increase very fast. This hypothesis 
takes account, not only of the habitual 
neglect of the young by native moth- 
ers, and of the gradual diminution Of 
th« pol and fish supply and the spread 
of loathsome diseases, but of the new- 
ly-acquired vice of opium smoking. 
Since annexation the price of opium 
^iaa fallen in this market to a point 
where even the thriftless Hawaiian 
can buy the drag; and as a result he 
is getting an appetite for the drowsy 
syrup of the poppy. The sensuous na- 
ture of the Hawaiian responds to opium 
somewhat as does that of the Asiatic; 
but unlike the Asiatic, tbe Hawaiian 
has not tbe moral fiber to stop when he 
knows that be baa bad enough, and 
wait awhile until he gets back his 
physical tone. He smokes until his 
supply of the drug is gone; then, as 
soon as possible, he gets another -sup- 
ply- and smokes again. Just abead Is 
Che precipice, but the Hawaiian floes 
not care.

It is lucky for Mr. Edwards, the felon

The contrary opinion of the local 
judges follow: 


We cannot assent to the doctrine that 


the operation of the Constitution In the 
Territories belonging to 
the 
United 


States depends upon the wil or action 
of Congress extending It there. This 
doctrine necessarily carries with it ,the 
admission that what one Congress can 
give, the same or a succeeding Congress 
can take away; that although Congress, 
by the Organic Act organising the Terri- 
tory of Hawaii, extended the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the United States t o 
this Territory, the next Congress might 
repeal that part of the Organic Act, and 
that then the people of this Territory 
.would have none of the guarantees of 
life, liberty and property provided In the 
Constitution,

SUPREME COURT DECISION. 


Chief Justice and Justice Perry heard 


Took Kee vs. Hilo Mercantile Company, 
Limited, and agreed in an opinion writ- 
ten by the Chief Justice. It Is on excep- 
tions from the Fourth Circuit Court, the' 
suit being assumpsit for $41.32, for money 
claimed to have been paid by mistake. 


The case was tried, jury waived, on ap- 


peal from the District Court. Judgment 
was rendered for the plaintiff in both 
those courts. 
The Supreme Court finds that tne case 
was before it on exceptions and the 
question was merely whether there wae 
evidence to support the findings of the 
Circuit Court. 
The exceptions are overruled. The 


law determined by the opinion is thus 
stated in the syllabus: 
"A mortgage cannot operate as aocvr- 


ity for a greater sum than that ex- 
pressed on Its face, even though it may 
operate to secure future advances with- 
out BO indicating on Its face. 


"Money paid under a mistake of fact 


may be recovered, as where plaintiff who 
had assumed the payment of a mort- 
gage, asked the mortgagee how much 
was due and upon being told the_wbole 
amount of the mortgagor's indebtedness, 
I paid it, Including an amount not covered 
by the mortgage."
